Senator Caraway Draws Mat- 
ter Into Attack on Tariff 
Measure.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(UN)

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(®)—A 
southern transcontinental airway 
route from Birmirgham, Ala., to San 
Diego, Cal., via Fort Worth, El 
Paso; Douglas, Tueses sand Phoenix. 
will be established by the federal gov- 
ernm*nt and equipped with emergen- 
cy landing fields and hk-acon lights. 

The announcement was made today 
by Clarence M. Young, assistant sec- 
retary of commerce for aeronautics, 
upon receipt of a special committee 
report on civil airways, recommend- 
ing the step. 

“From Birmingham the airway will 
be routed west to Dallas,” Colonel 
Young said. “This section, which 
will be equipped for day operation 
only, has not yet been surveyed for 
intermediate landing sites and other 
aids to air navigation, but work 
toward this end will go forward 
shortly. : 

“From Dallaf the airway will ex- 
tend westward to Fort Worth and 
will pass througls Abilene, Sweet- 


‘water, Big Springs, Midland, Wink 


and El Paso. This section will be 
equipped for night flying. ‘The sur- 
vey has been completed and work on 
conditioning intermediate landing 
fields, establishing beacon lights and 
providing radio aids to air navigation 
will be undertaken at once. 

“From El Paso the airway will be 
routed to Douglas, Tucson and Phoe- 
nix, thence southwesterly to Wellton, 
thence west via Yuma aad El Centro, 
and thence due west to San Diego, 
where it will join with Pacifie coast- 
wise airways. The Fl Paso-San Diego 
section now is being surveyed for 
sites for intermediate landing fields, 
beacon lights and radio aids, As soon 
as the survey is complete construction 
work will be undertaken. This section 
also will be equipped for night 
flying.” 


Austria Objects 
ToU.S.Purchase 
Of Unique Bible 


KLAGENFURT, Austria, Ang. 20. 
(P)—The Austrian government was 
understood here today to have voiced 
objects to sale of the “42-lined” Gu 
tenberg Bible to Dr. Otto Vollbehr 
of New York, and to have demanded 
that a fresh export permit be ob- 
tained. This latter move is, because 
it is learned that the Congressional 
library at Washington is the aetual 
purchaser of the volfiime. 

Reports that the Bible has already 
been transferred to Dr. Vollbehr ait 
the American legation in Vienna have 
been denied. Several years ago the 
tible was offered by the Monks of 
Saint Blasius to Dr. Vollbehr for 
$300,000. Sinee then the Bibliophile 
has acquired another large sum for 
fine items. 


SURPRISE FELT 
AT WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(4)— 
Surprise was felt in the capital today 
at news from Austria that the govern- 
ment had interposed objections to the 
sale of a Gutenberg Bible destined 
for the library of congress. 
At the last session congress appro- 
priated $1,500,000 for the purchase 


from Dr. Otto Vollbehr of a large col- 


lection of rare examples of early 
printing. ‘The Gutenberg Bible was 
considered the gem of the group and 
its inclusion was believed largely re- 
sponsible for the favorable action of 
the legislators. 

When the proposal was advanced it 
wus understood the Bible was the 
property of Dr. Vollbehr, who was 
said to have purchased it from the 
Saint Blasius monastery near Klagen- 
furt, Austria, for $300,000. The 
monks, so congress was told. were 
holding the priceless treasure for safe- 
keeping. . 

The remainder of the collection was 
brought to Washington soon after the 
appropriation became available and 
was turned over to the library. Dr 
Vollbehr then announced he was go- 
ing to Austria to bring personally. the 
rare volume, represented as one ot 
the three best remaining examples of 
the work of Johannes Gutenberg, in- 
ventor of the printing press. 

Klisgenfurt dispatches indicate the 
book collector had an option on the 
Bible, but had not purchased it at 
the time it was offered to congress. 
Semi-official circles were reported 
voicing governmental objection to the 
sale and demanding an export permit 
be applied for since the book was 
destined for the Congressional library. 
Whether the book's transfer to the 
United States would be permitted, 
however, was not made clear.

SULLWAN PREDICTS. 
~ WETGAIN OF 10 SEATS 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
Association Against the Probibition 
Amendment estimates that the con 
sequences of this years primaries, 
past and yet to be held, will amount 
to a net gain of 29 seats in the 
house in the next congress. An of- 


ficial of the Anti-Saloon League es- 
timates the net gain at not over 9. 
A survey made by a source disinter- 
ested as between dry and wet esti- 
mates that the wets are assured of a 
gain of ten seats and may possibly 
win more. 

These claims of gains to have mean- 
ing must be interpreted in the light 
of the existing status of dry and wet 
in the present congress. The num- 
ber of drys and wets in the present 
congress cannot be certainly stated 
because there has been no roll call 
on a question in which prohibition 
was directly and clearly  inyolved. 
Drys claim and wets tacitly concede 


that the present congress is the dry- 
est the country has ever had. Ex- 
pressed in numbers, an estimate which 
would not be seriously challenged by 
either drys or wets would say that 
in the present congress there may be 
as many as 20 wets out of 96 sena- 
tors and 100 wets out of 435 members 
of the house. 


As respects primaries so far held, 
and as respects the senate, the wets 
have not made any certain gain. By 
this is meant that in no primary so 
far held has a sitting dry senator 
been defeated by a wet. In other 
words there is no dry now occupying 
a senate seat who will be ousted as 
the result of any primary so far held. 
In another sense, however, the wets 
have made material gains in primaries 
so far held. That a wet should win 
the democratic primary for senator in 
Oklahoma is clearly a gain. Of course 
the wets cannot “cash in” on this 
gain until and if this wet nominee 
wins the election in November. 


There are several similar situations 
in which the wets have succeeded in 
getting promising senatorial nomina- 
tions for candidates representing their 
view. The wets have won under prom- 
ising conditions several senatorial 
nominations of the democratic party 
and one, at least, of the republican 
party. Considering wet gains in this 
light and giving due weight to prob- 
abilities, it is a fair estimate to say 
that after the elections in November 
the wets may have as many as 25 
to 28 out of the 96 senators. 


As respects the house, it is a fact 
that as a result of primaries so far 
held, the wets have made a net gain 
of at least ten. They will make some 
more in primaries yet to be held. A 
fair estimate rather generous to the 
wets would say that they may have in 
the next house as many as 125 out 
of a total membership of 435. Meas- 
ured in numbers and taking account 
of the smallest of the present wet 
representation, a gain of six in the 
senate and of 25 in the house would 
not seem impressive. 


If, however, one turns to intangible 
factors, one finds several wet advan- 
tages. It is significant that nowhere 
in the country, so far as the writer 
knows, as respects either the senate 
or the house, has any dry unseated 
a wet. Nowhere, so far as the writer 


knows, does it seem probable that a 
dry will displace a wet. All the gains 


that are being made at all are being 
made by wets. The rate of total gain 
may be so small that if the rate 
should continue it would take from 
10 to 20 years to win control of con- 
gress. The hope of the wets, often 
expressed and often postponed, is that 
these slow gains will suddenly flower 
into a stampede of politicians. 
Another factor not often noticed 
favorable to the wets is the reappor- 
tionment that will take place in the 
next congress. While the exact re- 
apportionment cannot be known, it is 
clear that as a result of the recent

The other three men arrested in 
the case are Fred O. Eberhardt, Tal- 
lahassee publisher; Frank Ralls, for- 
mer Carlton campaigner, and Henry 
Halsema, real estate operator, who 
also faces a liquor charge. All are 
at liberty under $500 bond. They 
stoutly have maintained ignorance of 
any alleged plot since they were taken 
into custody here Saturday night.

| KILLED, 1 MISSING 
IN MARYLAND BLAST 


BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 20.—(#) 
A workman was killed and another 
was missing tonight after a series of 
dust explosions, followed by fire, 
which partly wrecked a Western 
Maryland Railroad grain elevator 
terminal at the harbor today. 

The fire bad burned several hours 
and nine injured had been sent to 
hospitals before the body, tentatively 
identified as that of Sylvan Jordan, 
negro, was recovered.

Professor Dies. 
STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Aug. 2.

New Orleans in Matter 


of Export Rates. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(P)— 
A general revision of railroad rates 
on cotton was ordered today by. the 
interstate commerce commission to be 
effective next January 10. 


In its main features, the order left 
practically undisturbed the present 
cotton rates applying to the south- 
eastern section. of the country, but 
reduced rates applying to the Missis- 
sippi valley to the point of equaliz- 
ing them with the eastern rates. It 
provided for cotton rates in the soutb- 
west on a basis 10 per cent higher 
than that applying in the southeast; 
and it altered the export rates on 
cotton to Texas geaports in such 
fashion as to decrease the charges 
levied for short hauls and increase 
those applying to long ones. It re- 
quired also the equalization of Mobile 
with New Orleans in the matter of 
cotton export rates. 

For shipments of cotton out of 
the Mississippi valley, the general 
seale the commission laid down fixed 
rates of 18 cents per 100 pounds for 
distances of 5 miles; 35 cents tor 
distances of 50; 82 cents for 
tances of 500; $1.09 for distances of 
1,000 miles, with proportionate 
amounts for intervening distances. 

_ By differentials varying the scales, 
it was arranged to meet the condi- 
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tions of southern, northern or west- 
ern shipments. 

The standard, the commission ob- 
served, “is designed as nearly as may 
be to reduce the Mississippi. valley 
cotton rate level only enough to put 
it on approximately the same level 
as obtained in the remainder of south- 
ern territory.” 

For movements through the south- 
western states, the separate mileage 
scale was approximately 10 per cent 
higher than that set for the Missis- 
sippi valley. A special arrangement 
was made for. shipments to Houston, 
Galveston and Texas cities, through 
which cotton ordinarily moves in 
quantity for export. 


At present the largest portion of 
Texas producing territory pays a flat 
81 cents for cotton shipments to the 
ports, a scale ordered by the commis- 
sion in connection with the decision 
fixes a rate of 81 cents to the Texas 
ports for cotton shinped 325 miles; 
91 cents for 500 miles, amd 97 cents 
for 600 miles. ' 

It is expected that “the new rates 
will produce a _ reduction in the ecar- 
riers revenue, but it is impossible to 
say how much,” the commission ob- 
served as to this portion of its adjust- 
ment. 

Rates from Oklahoma to Texas 
ports will range under the adjustment 
from S84 cents to $1 ‘per hundred 
pounds as compared with a range now 
of from $1.02 to $1.07 1-2. 

In the matter of port relationship, 
carriers serving both Mobile and New 
Orleans were notified to refrain from 
giving any special preference to ship- 
ments reaching New Orleans.

Farm Credit Study 
Urged. by Professor 


_ ITHACA, N. Y., Aug. 30.—(P)~ 
Careful study of the credit problems 
of farmers with the view of improv- 
ing the service to the advantage of 
both the farmer and the financial in- 
stitutions supplying credit was recom- 
mended here today by Professor A. G. 
Black, of lowa State College, speaking 
at the international conference of ag- 
ricultural economists at Cornell Uni- 
versity. 

He said thet compared with the 
field of marketing, from management 
and prices of farm products, credit 
problems of the farmer have been neg- 
lected, 

“In early Mays land was free ‘and 
farm implements were cheap,” Profes- 
sor Black said. “Farmers could get 
only small loans from local money 
lenders at big rates of interest and 
preferred to expand slowly and stay 
out of debt.” 

He described the establishment of 
the federal farm loan system in 1916,

Formally Lifted by Mili- 
tary Court. 


PARIS, Aug. 20.—()—A Paris 
military tribunal today solemnly ab- 


solved Charles Leopold Hartmann, of |. 


Hollister, Cal., from all stigma of hav- 
ing been a German agent during 
the World War, recalling the death 
sentence passed upon him in 1919. 


The court, in rescinding the death 
sentence, transferred it to “an un- 
known person who usurped Hart: 
mann’s identity.” 


Hartmann is an American citizen, 
75> years old. He was arrested ou 
charges of being a German spy when 
he made a visit.to his birthplace in 
Alsace. 


A net of circumstantial evidence 
had been woven around Hartmann by 
the activities of the person who had 
assumed -his name, and the Frenco 
government, in clearing the Califor- 
nian, acknowledged that a singular 
case of mistaken identity had caused 
his arrest at Nordheim. 


The American, a hotel man through 
the embassy, obtained proof that he 
had lived in the United States since 
1872 and had not left that country 
until he sailed July 8 to visit his 
old home for the first time in a half 
century. 

A court-martial in 1919 had con- 
victed the alleged spy who had re- 
ceived a death sentence by default. 

It was on February 21, 1919, that 
Charles Hartmann and Henri Guil- 
beaux were put on trial charged with 
espionage in having communicated in- 
telligence to the enemy during the 
Both were convicted and sen- 
tenced to pay the death penalty. 


Hartmann, it was developed in the 
evidence, was born in Alsace, posed 
as a Frenchman, went to New York 
in 1873 and there worked as a ship 
painter, so ran the evidence. When 
he returned to France, the prosecu- 
tion geveloped, he was reputed to 
have accumulated wealth.

_The machine is based on the prin- 
ciple used in the celebrated Flettn 
rotor ship. It resembles a seaplan 
without wings.

An air-cooled 
auxiliary motor provides power to ro- 
tate the cylirders which take the place 
of wings. 

Two rotors ate on each side of the 
craft. An outrigged rudder is forward, 
behind is a small pair of tandem cock- 
pits.

“There is. no doubt that the in- 
crease in federal aid appropriations 
from $75,000,000 to $125,000,000 an- 
nually is largely responsible for the 
activity in road construction through- 
out the country. It was pointed out 
by the A. A. A., at the time congress 
was asked to authorize the increase, 
that the additional funds would aid 
employment as well as speed up the 
construction of the nation’s highway 
system.”

Clinical Help 
To Be Offered 


To Tuberculars 


An itinerant tuberculosis 
service will be offered to the coun- 
ties of Georgia beginning in the 
early fall, under auspices of the state 
tuberc ulosis sanatorium at Alto, says 
Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, state health 
commissioner. 

The clinic will be in charge of a 
physician “who has won national re- 
pute in tuberculosis control work,” 
Dr. Abercrombie said. 
will be under direction of Dr. 
Haygood, new superintendent’ and 
medical director at Alto. In addition’ 
to the physician a trained nurse will 
be attached to the elinic. 


The clinie is heing established, says | 
|Dr. Abercrombie, in an effort to re- 


duce the more than 3,000 deaths an- 
nually from the ‘ite plague in 
Georgia. He estimated that for every 
gieath from this disease there are 10 | 
existing cases, which would make 
approximately 30,000 for Georgia. 

Services of the clinie will be of- 
fered first’ to the rural counties in 
the state that have organized health 
units under the Bilis health law. For 
the clinic to function there must be 
a joint invitation from the county 
board of health and the county medi- 
cal association.
